Campaign Shows 
Returns of $2,074 

The final report of the 1955 
Christmas Seal campaign conducted 
by the Vulcan Tuberculosis Associ¬ 
ation under the sponsorship of the 
Vulcan Lions Club shows total 
returns for the campaign of $2,071.- 
50. A total of 1,750 appeal letters 
were sent out last November; the 
return per letter was $1.19 and the 
return per contributor was $2.26, 
a decrease of ten percent from the 
previous campaign. 

Dr. A. D. Tompkins was chair¬ 
man of the Lions Club committee 
v> hich conducted the campaign and 
L\ D. McQueen was auditor. 

Funds raised through tin* sale of 
Christmas Seals are used In oasc- 
findtng, early diagnosis, rehabilita¬ 
tion of afflicted persons and var¬ 
ious projects under the heading of 
preventative measures and health 
education. 

Canadians lake justifiable pride 
in what has been accomplished in 
this country in attaining freedom 
of speech. freedom of worship, 
freedom from want, and freedom 
from fear. But much remains to 
be done before we can say that we 
have conquered disease- and parti¬ 
cularly tuberculosis, which in spite 
cf recent advances, still remains 
one of our major health problems.
